a fifteen minutes address, by Gov- 
ernor Boyle and Senator Hender- 
son who were to go through the 
Nevada trip ending with an ad- 
dress last night at Reno. 

The Governor's Nevada trip 
closed the second week of his 
VVestern "swing" which has taken 
liim to the Pacific Northwest and 
back to the intermountain section. 
He win begin his California cam- 
paign Friday noon at Sacramento 
and speak tonight in San Fran- 
cisco auditorium, where he was 
nonnnated July C\. Saturday also 
will be spent in San {-"ranicsco and 
Oakland and on Sunday the Gov- 
ernor will travel to Southern Cal- 
ifornia to spend two days before 
turning Eastward.

Tlie tir.st one wa.s precii)itated 
througli the persistence of oti- 
7.cns in using-' the newly laid por- 
tions of the streets before th^_ 
'Concrete and asphalt was dry, and 
in many instances the work had 
to l<e done over again. 

The first ordinance prohibited 
the removal of barricades placed 
across the streets, which was 
sig^ned by Mayor I..-P; Evans, to- 
g-ether witli City Clerk W. E. 
Rlanton. makes it unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
remove any ])arrie(l ])laced uj)on 
the streets of the city by con- 
tractors or workmen- doing street 
work connected with the paving 
of the same, for the purpose of; 
keeping traffic oflF the streets. 
Any ])erson, the ordinance reads, 
as .seen elsewhere legally ptibli sh- 
ed, who violates this ordinance, 
shall be deemed guilty of a mis*^ 
demeanor and shall, on convic- 
tion, be fined not less than $5 nor 
more than $50 for each offense- 
This ordinance shall become ef„ 
fective immediately upo-n its pas- 
sage. 

The second ni.easure. which is' 
for the protection and preserva- 
tion t»f tlie curb and gutter, is also 
properly signed by the city offi- 
cials, and a portion of it reads as 
follows: "It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, to approach or back to any 
of tlie concrete curbings of the 
city or jto use the street' imme- 
diately adjament to said concrete 
and curbing, excejit in the follow- 
ing manner: Vehicles approach- 
ing the curb shall do so,by driving 
alongside of said curB; and in un- 
loading any fcpight or merchan- 
dise or any manner of a load shall 
do so with the rear of the rear end 
of the veliicle at right angles of 
said crubline and in no event shall | 
any vehicle or any person, firm or p 
corporation for ^he purpose of 
unloading freight or merchandise 
or o'ther manner of load or for 
any other purpose, back into and 
against said concrete cu^i) ; a vio- 
lation of this ordinance ji^coa con_ 
viction, shall constitute a misde- 
meanor and a fine of not less than 
$5 nor more than $50 s^l^he as' 
sessed."

Richmond is to be made a great 
public health center as a result of the 
decision of United States anny and 
Red Cross officers at the recent con- 
vention in Cincinnati, and ex-service 
men from several counties in this 
part of the state, comprising several 
thousand, will be brought here for 
examination. The revision of the 'lis- 
tribution of funds and assistance 
j^enei-ally is one of the objects and an- 
other i.s the effort to procure the ex- 
act physical condition of eveiy man 
who was in tiie ranks. There will be 
a general readju.stment of the pay- 
ment plans, and those not receiving 
what is considered sufficient compen- 
.«!ation by the examining physician 
will receive an increase, while the ele- 
ment said to be getting more than is 

needed will be on the decrca.-;e list. 

The coi-ps of workers in Richmond, 
owing to the establishment of thr 
hospital unit, together with the in- 
stallation of the general health bu 
rean to be conducted here win neces 
.sa'rily increase the number of at 
taches at the local headquai-tcrs. Thr 
work will thus be made more exten 
sive than ever before, and, accordinr 
.to another decision just reached b; 
the higher officials in charge of th' 
Red Cio.'i.s work, this will continue 
along line.s .similar to the pre.<en' 
ones for a pciiod of six years. 

The first task will be the phjrsica' 
examination 'of every ex-sei'\'ice mar 
in the country. Then the report oi 
the medical examiner will be taken ar 
a mean.« of fumishing proper fund 
for maintenance. There are man> 
who are said to be really in need oi 
ai<I who refuse to ask it.

UNKNOWN TO MANY 



Madison County Men Eager To 
Obey an4 Many Are Seeking 
InfomMitioit Here 

There are many - men . in Madison 

coimty who have seines and are 
afraid to use them, said Andrew Han- 
over, living east df the city. He said 

there was a misinterpretation of the 
law govei-ning fishing and the use of 
nets iand seines and wlule fishing with 

pole and line was enjoyed, there wore| 
many who desired to use tlieir nets. 

For the benefit of those not famil- 
iar with the law, the following official 
information is given: 

Having securea license it is lavviui 
to take fish from the Mississippi, Big 
Sandy, Ohio, Tug Fork of Big Sandy 
and Tennessee rivers with hoopnets 
without wings and wits seines, mesh 
of which is not less than 1 1-2 inches 
square, and from the Levisha fork of 
Big, Sandy, Kentucky, Green, Barren 
and Rough and Cumberland rivers 
with hoopnets without wings and 
with seines, mesh of which is not less 
:han 2 inches square, under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

It is unlawful to place or use nets 
or s^ses within 200 yards of the 
Tiouth of any river or stream or with- 
n 200 yards of any lock or dam or 
n any part of the river above the 
iast lock and dam of any of the 
streams mentioned above. 

It is unlawful to take fish from any 
-troam. except those mentioned above 
in any manner, except with poles and 
lines, hand lines, set lines or trot 
lines. 

It is unlawful to fish with seines 
}r nets dming the month of May 
(spawning season.) 

It is unlawful to own, operate, store 
n- possess nets or seines without first 
Trocuring license. All nets or seines 
n or out of ue without license tags 
attached or under the legal size mesh 
A'ill be. destixiyed and owners prose- 
cuted. 

Black ba.-i.s (largo or small mouth) 
f caught in nets or .seines must be 
returned uninjured to the water from 
which taken. 
The license fees are as follows: 
One re.si<lcnt hoopnet license anrl 
me tag, $1.25. Tags for additional 
nets, $1. 

One resident seine license and one 
Hg foi' .-seines of 100 fett, $.5.25. Each 
idditional 100 feet or fraction, thereof 
vhen seine exceeds 100 feet in length. 
>2. For eat^h adilitional^ seine of 100 
"eet, $2. 

Penalties for violation, ^ir> to $100 
— ^jail sentence and confiscation of tiK 
nets and seines.
